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I have read over the traffic regulations 
contained in this booklet, and find that 
they are correct and up-to-date. 

While it is true that motor accidents 
in the Province of Alberta are high per 
capita, our local Police records show that 
the number of automobile accidents, 
fatal and otherwise, have diminished 
since 1930 and 1931. This good record 
can be maintained by the efficient en¬ 
forcement of traffic regulations, coupled 
with the co-operation of the motoring 
public. 

I earnestly solicit the continued co¬ 
operation of all motorists and pedest¬ 
rians. If these traffic regulations are read 
carefully, and the citizens endeavor to 
comply with them, accidents, which are 
in most cases avoidable, can be reduced 
to a minimum.

TRAFFIC LAWS 

BY-LAW No. 57, 1929 
(Including 1933 Amendments) 

A Bylaw to Regulate Highway Traffic in the City of 
Edmonton 


The Municipal Council of the City of Edmonton, duly 
assembled, enacts as follows:— 

INTERPRETATION 

Definitions 

1. In this Bylaw, unless the context otherwise re¬ 
quires, the term or expression: 

(a) “Roadway” or “Driveway” shall mean and in¬ 
clude that portion of the street intended for vehicular 
traffic within the City. 

(b) “Highway’ shall mean and include any public 
highway or road, avenue, street, lane, alley, square, 
bridge, park, parkway, driveway or other public place 
within the City. 

(c) “Street intersection” or “intersection” shall be 
and mean the whole area between the property lines at 
the junction of two or more streets, whether such streets 
at the junction cross each other or merely meet at an 
angle without actually crossing each other, within the 
City. 

(d) “Crosswalk” shall mean that portion of a road¬ 
way ordinarily included within the prolongation of curb 
and property lines at intersections, or any other portion 
of a roadway clearly indicated for pedestrian crossing by 
lines or other markings on the surface, within the City. 

(e) “Curb” shall mean the actual curb, if there be one, 
and if there be no curb in existence shall mean the divi¬ 
sion point of the highway between the part of the high¬ 
way intended for the use of vehicles and the part of the 
highway intended for the use of pedestrians, within the 
City. 

(f) “Vehicle” shall mean and include all motor ve¬ 
hicles and all other carriages or means of conveyance 
whether propelled by muscular or by any other motive 
power, except baby carriages, locomotives, street cars, or 
tram cars moving on a fixed line or track; and for the 
purpose of this bylaw, any horse, draft animal or beast

of such vehicle; and the term “vehicle” shall also mean 
and include any animal that is being led or ridden. 

(g) The word “park” or “parking” shall be and mean 
the leaving of a motor vehicle standing at one place on 
a highway within the City without any person capable 
of operating the same in charge thereof. 

(h) The words “parking area” shall mean that por¬ 
tion of a highway within the City set apart by competent 
authority as a place where a motor vehicle may be left 
standing without a person capable of operating the same 
remaining in or with such vehicle. 

(i) “High Level Bridge” shall mean the combined 
railway and traffic bridge crossing the North Saskatche¬ 
wan River connecting 109th Street North of said River 
with 109th Street South of said River. And “Low Level 
Bridge” shall mean the bridge over the North Saskatche¬ 
wan River connecting Strathcona Road with Bridge Road. 

(j) “Public Building” shall mean and include every 
church, chapel, college, school, convent, hospital, hotel, 
apartment block, theatre, moving picture theatre, public 
library, concert hall or any building used for public 
entertainment within the City. 

(k) “Safety zone” shall mean that portion of any 
highway within the City upon which street cars are oper¬ 
ated, upon which a platform is erected or enclosures 
marked by white or colored lines or otherwise designated 
on the pavement at or near the points where passengers 
board or leave such cars. 

ENFORCEMENT 

2. The Chief Constable and each and every constable 
of the City of Edmonton are hereby charged with the 
duty of enforcing this bylaw. 

FOOT PASSENGERS 
Right of Way 

3. (1) The operator of every vehicle shall yield the 
right of way to a pedestrian crossing the roadway within 
any marked or unmarked crosswalk, except at intersec¬ 
tions where the movement of traffic is being regulated 
by police officers. 

(2) Whenever any vehicle has stopped at a marked 
crosswalk or at any intersection to permit a pedestrian

(3) No foot passenger shall cross any paved street at 
any point other than at a crosswalk, nor cross any street 
between intersections; provided that this provision shall 
not relieve the driver of a vehicle from the duty to 
exercise due care for the safety of pedestrians. 

Pass to Right 

4. Foot passengers shall pass to the right and no per¬ 
son shall run or race on any street or sidewalk or crowd 
or jostle other foot passengers, so as to create discom¬ 
fort, disturbance or confusion. 

Standing in Groups 

5. Three or more persons shall not stand in a group 
or near to each other on any street or sidewalk in such 
manner as to obstruct a free passage of foot passengers, 
and every person shall forthwith move on after a request 
to move on has been made by any constable or other 
person duly authorized, nor shall any person remain 
standing on the street in such a way as to obstruct 
vehicular traffic, except as herein provided.

6. No person shall sit or lounge on chairs, benches or 
other things in front of any public building, hotel, board¬ 
ing house or place of public entertainment, or on any of 
the streets or sidewalks in the City, so as to cause any 
obstruction to the free use of said streets and sidewalks 
by foot passenger. 

Street Preaching 

7. Nothing in the last two preceding sections con¬ 
tained shall be construed as prohibiting (except on 101st 
(Jasper) Avenue between 96th Street and 105th Street; 
on 97th Street (Namayo Avenue) between 101st (Jasper) 
Avenue and the Canadian National Railway right-of-way; 
on 101st Street between 101st (Jasper) Avenue and the 
Canadian National Railway right-of-way; and on 82nd 
(Whyte) Avenue between 101st Street and 107th Street; 
the congregating or assembling of individuals to attend 
arid listen to street preaching or public speaking so long 
as the proceedings thereat are peaceable and orderly: 
and sufficient space is left on the sidewalks and the road¬ 
way to allow of free movement of the ordinary traffic of 
the street and sidewalks upon which such assembly of 
persons takes place; but should the sidewalks or road¬ 
way at or near such assembly become in consequence 
thereof so obstructed as to impede the ordinary traffic, 
the persons so obstructing the same shall, upon request 
to move on made by any member of the City Police 
Force or other person duly authorized, forthwith remove 
from such position, and in the event of such persons 
refusing or failing to do so, then they shall be guilty of 
a breach of this bylaw. 

Waiting for Street Cars 

8. No person shall, when waiting for a car of the 
Street Railway, stand or remain in any way so as to ob¬ 
struct vehicles or other traffic on the highway or so that 
the space left between such person and the line of the 
Street Railway is more than six feet. 

TRAFFIC CONTROL 
Automatic and Other Signals 

9. All persons on any highway shall promptly obey 
all signals of a constable directing or regulating traffic 
and comply with the requirements of every sign or auto¬ 
matic signal erected for the purpose of regulating or 
directing traffic. 
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9a. When automatic traffic lights installed at the in¬ 
tersection of any highways in the City of Edmonton are 
in operation, all pedestrians and vehicular traffic (Subject 
to the provisions of Section 25 of the said Bylaw No. 57, 
1929, and any amendments which may now or hereafter 
be made thereto regarding the right of way of Fire, Police 
and emergency vehicles) shall conform to and obey the 
following regulations, namely:— 

(1) When and during the time red lights are illumin¬ 
ated, the highway along which the same are displayed 
shall be a “stop street”, and (subject to the provisions of 
subsection (5) of this section) all persons approaching 
said intersection in the direction in which said illumin¬ 
ated red lights are displayed, or at the intersection and 
facing said illuminated red lights, shall come to a full 
stop and shall not enter upon or cross said intersection 
in the direction in which said illuminated red lights are 
displayed; 

(2) When and during the time green lights are illum¬ 
inated, the highway along which the same are displayed 
shall be a “through traffic street”, and all persons ap¬ 
proaching the said intersection in the direction in which 
the said illuminated green lights are displayed or at the 
intersection and facing said illuminated green lights, may 
lawfully enter upon and cross said intersection in the 
direction in which said illuminated green lights are dis¬ 
played, subject, however, to the right of way of pedest¬ 
rians and vehicles lawfully within the cross-walk or with¬ 
in the intersection at the time the green light appears; 

(3) When and during the time amber-colored lights 
are illuminated, the same shall mean that illuminated 
red lights are about to appear and no pedestrian nor 
driver of a vehicle (not being then actually within the 
intersection at the time such amber lights appeared) shall 
enter upon or cross said intersection in the direction in 
which said illuminated amber lights are displayed; 

(4) During the time green lights are illuminated a 
person driving a vehicle, subject to the superior right 
of way of pedestrians and vehicles proceeding straight 
across the intersection concerned, may turn such vehicle 
into the intersecting highway to the right or to the left 
(except at the intersection of 101st (Jasper) Avenue and 
101st (First) Street, at which intersection a turn to the 
left is hereby expressly prohibited and a notice to that

(5) Notwithstanding automatic traffic lights are in 
operation at any intersection, every pedestrian or driver 
of a vehicle shall obey the orders or signals given by any 
constable in uniform stationed at such intersection; 

(6) Any person contravening the provisions of the- 
foregoing section shall be guilty of an infraction of this 
Bylaw. 

Safety Zones 

10. The Commissioners of the City of Edmonton may 
from time to time designate and set apart safety zones. 

Driving Into Safety Zones 

11. No person shall drive any motor or other vehicle 
over or upon any safety zone while any pedestrian is 
thereon or therein or is about to enter upon or therein. 

PARKING 

Definitions 

12. The words “park” or “parking” shall have the 
meaning set out in subsection (g) of section 1 of this 
bylaw. 

Method of Parking 

13. Within the area comprised within the following 
boundaries: The right-of-way of the Canadian National 
Railway on the North; Macdonald Drive and 100th Ave¬ 
nue on the South; the East side of 98th Street on the 
East; and the West side of 104th Street on the West; 
every person parking or standing a motor vehicle, shall 
park or stand such vehicle at the side of the roadway 
at an angle of about Sixty (60) degrees in respect of 
the curb, as indicated in the following sketch and so that 
the right front wheel shall be not more than 12 inches 
from the curb. Provided that upon all highways within 
said area upon which Street Railway tracks are laid or 
boulevards are constructed^ all such vehicles shall be 
parked or stood parallel to the curb and no such vehicle 
shall be parked or stood with its right wheels more than 
two feet from the curb line. 

Where Parking Allowed 

14. Subject to the foregoing provisions, every vehicle 
shall be stood or parked at the side of the highway parallel 
to the curb line and shall have its right wheels not more 
than two feet from the curb line.

Stalls 

15. Where stalls or allotments are designated or 
marked out upon the highway for the purpose of parking 
or standing vehicles, every person parking or standing a 
vehicle within such area shall park or stand the same so 
that his vehicle shall be wholly within the boundaries of 
such stall or allotment. 

NO PARKING 

Prohibiting Parking at All Times 

16. No person in charge of any vehicle within the 
meaning of this bylaw shall park the same for any period 
of time whatsoever upon the following portions of any 
highway within the City: 

(a) Within fifteen feet of any stop sign erected upon 
any highway; 

(b) Nearer than fifteen feet to any hydrant placed 
upon any street in the City; 

(c) Nearer than ten feet to any street intersection; 

(d) At a greater distance than two feet from any 
curb; 

(e) Alongside or opposite any street excavation or 
obstruction when such stopping, standing or parking 
would obstruct traffic; 

(f) In front of any building in the course of erection 
or repair when such stopping, standing or parking would 
obstruct traffic. 

CARS ALLOWED TO LOAD AND UNLOAD ONLY 

Taking on or Discharging Passengers 

17. No person in charge of any vehicle within the 
meaning of this bylaw shall allow the same to stand or 
remain stationary for any period of time, except for the 
purpose of taking on or discharging passengers or mer¬ 
chandise, upon the following portions of any highway 
within the City: 

(a) In front of the entrance or doorway of any 
public building as hereinbefore defined; 

(b) Upon any portion of the southerly half of Jasper 
(101st) Avenue between the westerly limit of Thornton 
Court and the easterly limit of Namayo Avenue (97th 
Street) produced southerly; 

(c) Upon that portion of the North side of 104th 
Street and the easterly boundary of 101st Street; 
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(d) Upon that portion of the South side of 104th 
Avenue which lies between the easterly boundary of 
100th Street and a point distant sixty feet easterly there¬ 
from; 

(e) Upon that portion of the South side of 104th 
Avenue which lies between the westerly boundary of 99th 
100th Street and a point distant sixty feet westerly there¬ 
from ; 

(f) The South side of Macdonald Drive from 100th 
Street to 102nd Street; 

(g) The East side of 104th Street from the lane South 
of 101st (Jasper) Avenue to a point twenty feet South 
of No. 2 Fire Hall; 

(h) On the South side of 88th Avenue from 109th 
Street to 112th Street; 

(i) On the West side of 99th Street from 101st 
(Jasper) Avenue to 104th Avenue; 

(j) Upon any lane within the City; 

(k) Upon any portion of a highway within the City 
designated by the City Commissioners pursuant to the 
terms of this bylaw as a “no parking area.” 

(2) Bona fide hotel buses may park to the East of 
the Canadian National Railway Station, but the term 
“hotel buses” shall not include taxi cabs or auto livery 
cars plying as hotel buses. 

RESTRICTED PARKING 

Jasper Ave., 101st St., 100a Ave., and 82nd Ave., 
20-Minute Parking 

18. Subject to the other provisions of this bylaw, no 
person in charge of any vehicle within the meaning of 
this bylaw shall park the same for any period of time 
exceeding twenty minutes upon that portion of 101st 
(Jasper) Avenue from its intersection with 96th Street 
to its intersection with 106th Street, or upon that portion 
of 101st Street from its intersection with 101st (Jasper) 
Avenue to its intersection with 104th Avenue, or upon 
the North side of 101a Avenue (Rice Street) from its 
intersection with 100th Street to its intersection with 
101st Street, or upon 82nd (Whyte) Avenue from 103rd 
to 105th Streets. 

“Provided, however, that the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion as to twenty minute parking shall not apply between 
the hours of 7 o’clock in the afternoon and 12 o’clock 
midnight of every day in the following areas, namely: 
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Upon that portion of 101st Street from its intersection 
with 101st (Jasper) Avenue to its intersection with 104th 
Avenue; 

Upon that portion of 101st (Jasper) Avenue from its 
intersection with 96th Street to its intersection with 106th 
Street, except the North side of said 101st (Jasper) Ave¬ 
nue between 100a Street and 101st Street and the South 
side of said 101st (Jasper) Avenue between 101st Street 
and 102nd Street; 

Upon that portion of the North side of 101a Avenue 
from 100th Street to 101st Street. 

Upon that portion of 82nd (Whyte) Avenue from 
103rd Street to 105th Street. 

This proviso shall not apply to taxicabs or vehicles 
for hire which are given special privileges elsewhere in 
this bylaw.” 

Limit for 1 Hour Parking 

19. No person shall park any motor vehicle for a per¬ 
iod of time longer than is necessary to transact business, 
and under no circumstances for a period exceeding one 
hour, on the following parts of streets within the City 
between the hours of 8 o’clock in the forenoon and 7 
o’clock in the afternoon: 

99th Street from 101st Avenue to 102a Avenue. 

100th Street from 100th Avenue to 102a Avenue. 

100a Street from 101st Avenue to 102a Avenue. 

102nd Street from 101st Avenue to 102nd Avenue. 

103rd Street from 101st Avenue to 102nd Avenue. 

North side of 101a Avenue from 99th Street to 100th 
Street. 

South side of 101a Avenue from 99th Street to 101st 
Street. 

102nd Avenue from 97th Street to 103rd Street. 

“No Parking” Area 

20. The Commissioners of the City of Edmonton are 
hereby empowered and authorized, whenever they con¬ 
sider it expedient or desirable, to designate areas within 
the City within which no standing or parking shall be 
allowed, the same to be called “no parking areas”, and 
shall place signs upon the highways designating such 
areas. 

THROUGH STREETS 

21. (1) The following highways or parts of highways 
in the City of Edmonton are hereby designated and set 
apart as “through traffic streets”, namely:

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(a) Every highway within the City along which street 
railway tracks are laid; 

(b) 100th (Victoria) Avenue from and including 
101st Street to and including 198th Street; 102nd Avenue 
from 124th Street West to the Westerly limits of the 
City of Edmonton. 

(c) Any other highway or part thereof designated 
by the City Commissioners as a “through traffic street”. 

(d) Any highway at the intersection of which traffic 
lights are in operation along which green lights are dis¬ 
played during such time as said green lights are illumin¬ 
ated. 

(2) Every person driving any vehicle shall before 
entering upon, crossing or turning into any through 
street, bring his vehicle to a full stop ten feet from the 
intersection to which he is approaching. Provided that the 
driver or operator of any vehicle who has come to a full 
stop as above required, upon entering a “through traffic 
street”, as well as drivers or operators of vehicles on 
such “through traffic street”, shall be subject to the usual 
right-of-way rule prescribed by law and applicable to 
vehicles at intersections. 

(3) The Commissioners of the City of Edmonton are 
hereby authorized and empowered from time to time to 
designate and set apart such other highways or parts 
thereof within the City as “through traffic streets” when¬ 
ever they consider traffic conditions require any such high¬ 
way or part thereof to be designated and set apart as a 
“through traffic street.” 

TAXI CABS 

22. No owner or person in charge of a vehicle for 
hire shall allow to stand or stand any such vehicle upon 
those portions of 101st (Jasper) Avenue or 101st Street 
mentioned in section 18 of this bylaw: 

Taxi Office Privileges 

Provided that any person engaged in the business of 
letting vehicles for hire, either with or without a driver, 
who has an office or business premises fronting or having 
direct access to said portions of 101st (Jasper) Avenue 
or 101st Street may park and keep standing at all times 
one vehicle for hire in front of the entrance to his office 
or business premises. 

Provided, however, that if any such person has more 
23 
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than one office or business premises fronting or having 
direct access upon said portion of 101st (Jasper) Avenue 
or 101st Street he shall not allow to stand or stand more 
than one vehicle upon said portion of 101st (Jasper) 
Avenue or 101st Street and then only in front of the 
entrance of his principal office or business premises. 

Provided further that any vehicle for hire while 
actually under hire shall be deemed a private vehicle 
for the purposes of this bylaw. 

Cabs on Jasper and 101st Street 

23. The owner of any taxi cab or other vehicle for 
hire while his vehicle is standing for hire, may between 
the hours of seven o’clock in the afternoon and eight 
o’clock of the next forenoon park or have parked his 
taxi cab or other vehicle upon those parts of 101st (Jas¬ 
per) Avenue and 101st Street upon which parking is 
restricted by section 18 of this bylaw. But no such owner 
shall park or permit to be parked within said limits more 
than one car at the same time. Provided no such owner 
shall stand his taxi cab or other vehicle for hire in front 
of the principal office of any other owner. 

PARKING SIGNS 

24. None of the provisions of this bylaw respecting 
restricted parking, except paragraphs (a), (b), (c) and

VEHICULAR TRAFFIC 
Keep to the Right 

24a. Every person riding or driving any horse or other 
animal or driving any vehicle, shall, as far as practicable, 
having regard to the condition of the highway, travel upon 
that portion of such highway which is to the right of the 
centre line of the highway, and in turning from one high¬ 
way to another shall keep to the right of the centre line 
of the highway from which and also of the one to which 
he may be riding or driving. 

Fire Wagons, Ambulances, etc. 

25. Every driver of a vehcile shall: (1) upon the ap¬ 
proach or sounding of a signal by any fire apparatus 
draw up his vehicle as near as practicable to the right

Street Cars 

26. The driver of a street car shall immediately stop 
his car and keep it stationary upon the rapid approach 
or sounding of the signal of a fire engine or wagon or 
other apparatus, provided that if his car is on a street 
intersection he shall if practicable clear the intersection. 

Blocking Traffic 

27. No vehicle shall be allowed to remain upon or be 
driven upon or along any highway so as to block traffic, 
and no vehicle shall be so overloaded that the horse or 
horses or motor power shall be unable to move it at a 
reasonable rate of speed. 

Crossings 

28. No person when entering or emerging from any 
lane, alley, private driveway, stable or garage or when 
crossing any sidewalk, shall drive any motor vehicle 
without giving audible warning and at a greater speed 
than ten miles per hour. 

Schools and Playgrounds 

28a. No person when approaching or while passing 
any school or playground shall drive any motor vehicle 
without giving audible warning and at a greater rate of 
speed than twenty miles per hour between the hours of 
8:30 a.m. and 4:30 p.m. 

Slow Moving Vehicles 

29. Slow-moving motor vehicles and vehicles other 
than motor vehicles shall keep as near the curb as cir¬ 
cumstances and weather conditions permit. 

Stopping at Curb 

30. All vehicles requiring to stop at the curb shall 
except as herein otherwise provided, do so with their 
right-hand side parallel to the curb, and with the wheels 
thereof not more than two feet from the curb. 

Immoderate Speed Prohibited 

31. (1) No horse shall be ridden, or vehicle drawn, 
driven or otherwise propelled at an immoderate speed on 
any highway in the City. 

(2) Every driver of a vehicle shall slacken speed in 
approaching an intersection with another street. 
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Signals by Drivers 

32. Every driver of a vehicle before starting, stop¬ 
ping, turning, backing or changing his course shall make 
sure that such action can be done in safety and without 
obstructing traffic, and shall give the proper signal herein 
provided for. The signals to be given shall be: 

(a) When intending to start or to turn to right—arm 
extended from side of car with forearm raised vertically. 

(b) When intending to turn to left—arm extended 
from side of car and held horizontally. 

(c) When intending to stop or slow up—arm extended 
from side of car diagonally downwards. 

(d) When backing—sounding the horn and such other 
signal as will give sufficient warning to prevent an acci¬ 
dent. 

Left-Hand Turns 

33. (1) No vehicle shall be turned to the left at the 
following intersections: 

(a) 101st Street and 101st (Jasper) Avenue; 

(b) At any other intersection which may be desig¬ 
nated by the Commissioners of the City of Edmonton 
and marked with a sign to that effect. 

(2) The Commissioners of the City of Edmonton are 
hereby authorized and empowered from time to time to 
designate any highway intersection in the City of Ed¬ 
monton as a highway intersection at which no left hand 
turn shall be made. 

DRIVING REGULATIONS 

34. Except as provided in “The Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic Act, 1924, Amendment Act, 1929,” no vehicle 
shall be driven upon any highway in the City by a 
driver less than sixteen years of age. 

35. (1) No person driving any vehicle shall make a 
“U” turn at either end of or in any subway or at any 
highway intersection designated by the City Commis¬ 
sioners as a no “U” turn intersection. 

(2) The Commissioners of the City of Edmonton are 
hereby authorized and empowered from time to time to 
designate and set apart any highway intersection as a 
no “U” turn intersection whenever they consider traffic 
conditions require such prohibition. 

36. The driver or operator of a vehicle shall not fol¬ 
low behind a moving street car, or stop behind a station¬ 
ary street car, closer than twenty feet to the said street 
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car unless the left side of such vehicle is clear of the 
right side of the street car. 

37. The driver or operator of a vehicle shall not over¬ 
take and pass or attempt to pass another vehicle travel¬ 
ling in the same direction at any intersection of highways. 

38. (1) No person while driving any motor vehicle 
upon any highway within the City of Edmonton shall 
permit any passenger or passengers to occupy the front 
seat thereof in such a manner as to impede the driver 
in the free and uninterrupted access to and use of the 
steering wheel, brakes and other equipment required to 
be used for the safe operation of the said vehicle, nor 
shall he permit any passenger to cause any obstruction 
to his clear vision in all directions. 

(2) No passenger in any vehicle shall ride in such 
position _ as to interfere with the driver’s control over 
the driving mechanism of the vehicle or so as to obstruct 
his clear vision in all directions. 

39. Every driver or operator of a vehicles within the 
City shall come to a complete stop immediately before 
crossing or attempting to cross the tracks of any steam 
railway at a level crossing. 

40. No person driving or operating any vehicle shall 
drive between the vehicles comprising a funeral or other 
authorized procession while it is in motion, provided that 
this provision shall not apply to intersections where 
traffic is for the time being controlled by police officers. 

41. That section of 109th Street South of 104th 

Avenue and on the East side of the approach to the 109th 
Street Subway is hereby set apart for North bound traffic 
and no person shall drive any vehicle South on this sec¬ 
tion of 109th Street. The West side of the said approach 
shall be reserved for South bound traffic and no person 
shall drive any vehicle North on this section of 109th 
Street. 1 

BICYCLES and MOTORCYCLES 
Riding Abreast 

42. (1) Every rider of a bicycle or tricycle shall at 
all times when riding the same keep his or her feet on 
the pedals and hold the handle bars; 

(2) No bicyclists, tricyclists or motorcyclists shall 
ride more than two abreast; 

(3) No bicyclist, tricyclist or motorcyclist shall hold

Carrying Persons on Cycle 

43. No person shall carry anyone upon a bicycle or 
tricycle, nor upon any motorcycle except in a proper seat 
or sidecar. 

Keep Off Devil-Strip 

44. Bicyclists, tricyclists or motorcyclists in meeting 
or passing, or upon being overtaken by a street car shall 
keep off the central portion of the roadway between the 
double tracks of the street railway, known as the “devil- 
strip.” 

HORSE-DRAWN VEHICLES 

Attention .by Drivers 

45. The driver or other person in charge of any horse- 
drawn vehicle conveying goods, wares or merchandise 
through the highways, shall remain upon such vehicle 
while it is in motion or walk beside the horse drawing 
the same. 

Horse-Drawn Vehicles Left Standing 

46. No person shall place or leave any horse-drawn 
vehicle without horses upon any street so as to cause an 
obstruction. 

Horses To Be Secured 

47. No person shall suffer or permit any horse to be at 
large in any street or to stand in any street without being 
sufficiently secured to prevent its running away. 

Obstructing Street 

48. No person shall tie a horse to any post, hook or 
ring, or in any way across a pavement, boulevard, side¬ 
walk or crossing so as to obstruct traffic. 

Delivery Wagons and Heavy Traffic 

49. Drivers of vehicles used to deliver any goods, 
wares or merchandise, or milk or bread, or used to deliver 
any other commodity, shall, when stopping to make a 
delivery, stop their vehicle only at the curb or side of a 
street, and no driver shall in making a delivery leave 
his vehicle in the street except at the curb or side of the 
street.' 

(a) No vehicle shall be moved upon wheels, rollers or 
otherwise over or upon any highway within the City of 
Edmonton, having a gross weight in excess of any one of 
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the following, unless a special permit has been issued 
pursuant to Section 49c hereof; 

Maximum gross load, including vehicle, 24,000 pounds; 

Maximum load on any one axle, 15,000 pounds; 

Maximum intensity of wheel loading 750 pounds per 
inch width of tire. 

(b) No person shall drive, propel or move on any of 
the highways of the City of Edmonton, any vehicle hav¬ 
ing metal spikes, lugs, cleats or bands projecting from 
the surface of the wheel or tire of such vehicle, or any. 
vehicle having a caterpillar tread, or any heavy mach¬ 
inery, tractor or threshing machine, unless a special 
permit has been issued pursuant to Section 49c hereof: 

(c) Any person desiring a permit required by either 
of the next two preceding sections, shall make application 
in writing therefor to the City Engineer, setting out the 
nature of the vehicle to be moved, the name of the maker 
thereof, the style of wheels and of any projections there¬ 
to, origin and destination of route, and such further 
information as the City Engineer may require, and the 
application shall also contain an agreement by the appli¬ 
cant to pay all damages caused to the highway, or any 
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works made or done over, upon or under the same, as 
a result of the operation and conveyance or movement 
of the vehicle or machinery mentioned in the permit. The 
City Engineer may specify in any permit the route to be 
taken, the precautions required to be taken to protect the 
highway along the route (including the laying down of 
planks to protect pavement or crosswalks or timbering 
to protect bridges or culverts), the hours during which 
the movement shall take place. And the said Engineer 
may in any case require such other precautions to be 
taken as he thinks expedient for the protection of the 
highway and any works done or made over, upon or under 
the same. 

(d) In case of any dispute arising as to the weight 
of any vehicle the same shall be weighed upon the City 
Scales and the Certificate of the weighmaster shall be 
deemed conclusive. 

Wagons Shall Carry Lamp 

49a. All horse-drawn vehicles, while travelling on the 
highways of the City shall between one hour after sun¬ 
set and one hour before sunrise he provided with and 
shall carry on the left side thereof a lighted lamp or 
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lamps plainly visible at a distance of not less than 50 
feet from the front and rear of such vehicle. 

STREETS 
Heavy Traffic 

50. (1) The City Engineer is hereby appointed as the 
officer of the Corporation to issue permits on behalf of 
the Corporation to operate traction engines or other 
heavily laded_ vehicles on highways in the City. 

(2) No person shall operate any traction engine or 
other heavily loaded vehicle without first obtaining a 
permit from the City Engineer. 

Police Regulations of Parades 

51. (1) “Parade” or “Procession” shall mean any 
group of pedestrians (except the military and funeral 
processions) numbering more than fifty, marching or 
walking in the street or on the sidewalk, or any group 
of vehicles (except military and funeral processions) 
numbering ten or more. 

(2) Any persons desiring to hold a parade within 
the City of Edmonton shall at least 48 hours prior to the 
time they desire to hold the same make application in 
writing to the Commissioners of the City of Edmonton 
concerning the following matters in relation to such pro¬ 
posed parade, namely: 

(a) the nature thereof; 

(b) day, date and hours during which same will be 
held; 

(c) intended route thereof; 

(d) approximate number of persons who will take 
part therein; 

(e) approximate size, number and nature of flags, 
banners, placards or such similar things to be 
carried therein and particulars of signs, inscrip¬ 
tions and wording to be exhibited thereon; 

and such written application shal bear the signatures and 
addresses of the persons who will be in control of such 
parade and who undertake to be responsible for the good 
order and conduct thereof. 

(3) The said Commissioners may for any reasons 
which appear to them proper, refuse to issue a permit,' 
but in the event of such refusal the applicants concerned 
may apply to the Council therefor and the Council may 
by resolution, or otherwise, direct the issue of such per¬ 
mit, subject to the provisions of this bylaw.

(4) The Chief Constable shall fix the hour and route 
of the parade and give such directions to the applicants 
in regard to the parade as in his opinion will prevent any 
unnecessary or unreasonable obstruction to the street or 
sidewalk or tend to prevent a breach of the peace, and 
shall make the necessary arrangements for the proper 
policing of the streets in connection with the procession. 

(5) During such parade all pedestrians not taking 
part therein shall be restricted to the use of the side¬ 
walk and it shall be the duty of the police to keep all 
pedestrians on and restrict them to the use of the side¬ 
walk. 

(6) If any funeral procession is in process of forma¬ 
tion or proceeding along any highway in the City, the 
Chief Constable or any Police Constable of the City may 
regulate all traffic in the vicinity and all persons whether 
on foot or on horse or in vehicles shall obey the order and 
direction of the officer or officers so regulating traffic, 
and any person disobeying any such order or direction 
shall be guilty of an offence against this bylaw. 

(7) No parade shall block any street car traffic for 
a period longer than five minutes, or obstruct the use or 
operation of any fire apparatus or police patrol wagon. 

(8) It shall be an offence for any person or persons 
to hold or take part in any parade without having first 
obtained a permit therefor in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of this bylaw. 

(9) No person operating or driving a vehicle or rid¬ 
ing or driving a horse, nor any pedestrian, shall drive, 
ride of walk through any funeral, military or other parade 
or procession or in any way obstruct or interfere with 
the same. 

(10) Every member of the parade and the organizers 
and leaders thereof shall be guilty of an offence for each 
and every violation of this Section. 

Police Regulation at Fire 

52. In case of a fire within the City the Chief Con¬ 
stable or any police constable or member of the Fire 
Brigade of the City may designate in any manner a line 
or lines near the location of the fire beyond which no 
member of the public shall pass, and no person whether 
on foot, on horse or in a vehicle shall cross such line or 
lines. 
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BRIDGES, SUBWAYS, STREETS, ETC. 

53. Every person shall be guilty of an offence under 
this bylaw who: 

(a) Rides on or permits any other person to ride on 
the running board of a motor vehicle; 

(b) While driving any vehicle on any highway in the 
City allows any sled, toboggan, bicycle or other convey¬ 
ance or any person riding upon skiis to be drawn or 
towed by the motor or horse-drawn vehicle he is driving; 

(c) Coasts on any highway in the City or attaches 
any sled, toboggan, bicycle or other conveyance to any 
vehicle while travelling on any highway in the City, or 
rides on skiis attached to any vehicle travelling on any 
highway in the City; 

(d) Operates any motor vehicle on any residential 
street within the City between the hours of 10 o’clock 
in the afternoon and 6 o’clock of the next forenoon so 
as to unduly disturb residents of any such street or part 
thereof; 

(e) Fails to immediately report to the Police an acci¬ 
dent whereby injury is caused to any person or property; 

(f) Drives at a speed greater than twenty-five miles 
per hour on the High Level Bridge or Low Level Bridge; 

(g) When entering upon or leaving the High Level 
Bridge drives any vehicle at a greater rate of speed than 
twelve miles an hour from a point not less than one 
hundred feet from the entrance or exit of said bridge 
or increases such rate of speed until he is off said bridge 
at a distance of one hundred feet. 

(gg) When driving any motor vehicle on any bridge 
within the limits of the City, shall drive or attempt to 
drive such vehicle past any other motor vehicle proceed¬ 
ing in the same direction, except when such last mentioned 
vehicle is proceeding at a speed not exceeding fifteen 
miles per hour. 

(h) Rides a bicycle on any sidewalk in the City; 

(i) Fails to give the right-of-way to a vehicle on a 
street when entering such street from a lane; 

(j) Stores any motor vehicle on any street; 

(k) Allows any part of his load of coal, brick, wood, 
manure, gravel, earth or other material to fall and re¬ 
main on any street;

SPEED 

43.— (1) No person shall drive a motor vehicle on a 
highway recklessly or negligently, or at any rate of speed 
which is unreasonable having regard to all the circum¬ 
stances of the case, including the nature, condition and 
use of the highway, and the amount of traffic which then 
is, or might reasonably be expected to be, on the high¬ 
way. (V. and H.T. Act, 1924) 

(2) Any fire engine or motor vehicle used for bring- 
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V. and H.T. Act, 1924: 

ing any member of a fire brigade or policeman or any 
fire appliance to a fire may, when proceeding to the 
scene of the fire, be operated at such speed as is reason¬ 
able and proper, having regard to the traffic ordinarily 
upon and the use made of such highway, and to the fact 
that it is so proceeding. (V. and H.T. Act, 1924) 

(3) Any person driving any motor vehicle within any 
city, town or village at a greater rate of speed than 
twenty miles per hour, or at a greater rate of speed 
than ten miles per hour in turning a corner, or at a 
greater rate of speed than thirty miles per hour upon 
any highway outside of a city, town or village, shall 
prima facie be deemed to be driving a.t an unreasonable 
rate of speed. (V. and H.T. Act, 1924) 

(4) Any person driving a motor vehicle, when ap¬ 
proaching or at a street corner or curve where the driver 
of the vehicle has not a clear view of the approaching 
traffic, at a greater rate of speed than ten miles per hour 
in a city, town or village, or twelve miles per hour out¬ 
side a city, town or village, shall prima facie be deemed 
to be driving at an unreasonable rate of speed. (V. and 
H.T. Act, 1924) 

PASSING STREET CARS 

51. When a street railway car has stopped to receive 
or discharge passengers no vehicle shall pass the place 
of ingress or egress for passengers until all passengers 
who are about to enter or leave the car are safely clear 
of the path of the vehicle. 

DRIVER’S LICENSE 

2a.—(1) No person shall drive a motor vehicle on a 
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V. and H.T. Act, 1924: 

highway unless he is in possession of a subsisting driver’s, 
dealer’s or chauffeur’s license granted under the pro¬ 
visions of this Act. 

(2) A person over the age of fifteen years shall not 
be deemed to act in contravention of this section if while 
driving a motor vehicle he is accompanied by a person 
sitting beside him, who is the holder of a driver’s license, 
and is engaged in teaching the first named to drive.

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OIL CHANGE RECORD 
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(2) “Commercial motor vehicle” in this section shall 
mean any motor vehicle having permanently attached 
thereto a truck or delivery body and shall include ambu¬ 
lances, hearses, casket wagons, fire apparatus, police 
patrols, motor buses and tractors used for hauling pur¬ 
poses on the highways. 

TURNING AT AND BETWEEN INTERSECTIONS 

48. Any person driving a vehicle on a highway shall, 
at the intersection of the highways, keep to the right of 
the intersection of the centre lines of such highways when 
turning to the right, and pass over to the right of such 
intersection when turning to the left.

of the accident and give to any person sustaining loss or 
injury his name and address, and also the name and 
address of the owner of such motor vehicle, and the 
registration number of the said motor vehicle. 

(2) In case such person is unconscious or seriously in¬ 
jured, the person in charge of the motor vehicle shall, as 
soon as possible, report the accident to a police officer or 
constable. 

Bylaw 57, 1929: 

53(e). Every person shall be guilty of an offence 
under this Bylaw who fails to immediately report to the 
police an accident whereby injury is caused to any per¬ 
son or property. 


POLICE 

58a. No driver of a motor vehicle shall, after being 
signalled or requested to stop by a constable or police 
officer in uniform, continue to proceed, but shall bring 
his vehicle to a dead stop and furnish such information 
respecting the said vehicle as the constable or police 
officer may require. 

Bylaw 29, 1933: 

1. Any person, who, upon being requested by a Police 
Constable or by any Health Officer or other official of 
the City of Edmonton acting in lawful discharge of duty 
pursuant to any of the by-laws of the City now or here¬ 
after in force, to give his name and/or address fails or 
refuses so to do or gives a wrong, false, or fictitious 
name and/or address shall be guilty of an offence and 
upon conviction thereof shall be liable to the penalty and 
costs imposed by section 12 hereof. 

VIOLATIONS, SUSPENSION AND CANCELLATION 
OF LICENSE 

2d.—(1) Every person who is the holder of a driver’s 
license shall, upon being convicted for any offence under 
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V. and H.T. Act, 1924: 

this Act, forthwith deliver the same to the police magis¬ 
trate or justice of the peace making the conviction. 

(2) Any police magistrate or justice of the peace 
who convicts any person of an offence under this Act, wi o 
is the holer of a driver’s license, may upon making the 
conviction suspend for such time as he thinks fit, or 
cancel, such driver’s license, and shall thereupon trans¬ 
mit the suspended or cancelled license to the Minister, 
together with a report setting out the nature of the con¬ 
viction and the circumstances of the offence; and every 
such suspension or cancellation shall remain in force 
unless and until the Minister in his discretion makes an 
order shortening the term of suspension or annulling the 
cancellation.

The fee for the registration of a motor 
vehicle is $15.00 if the wheel base does 
not exceed 100 inches, and an additional 
charge of $2.50 for each additional five 
inches of wheel base in excess of 100 
inches up to 135 inches. 

Reduced Rates 

April 1st to June 30th fee reduced by 
20%; from July 1st to October 31st 
40% ; after November 1st, one quarter 
of the original fee.
